The drift toward the city is largely 
determined by the superior social op- 
portunities to be enjoyed there, by the 
greater vividness and movement of 
city life. | 

Considered from the point of view of 
national efficiency, the problem of the 
farm is as much a probiem of attract- 
— as it is|a problem of prosper- 
ty. 

It has ceased to be merely a problem 
of growing wheat and cora and cattle. 

The problem of production has not 
ceased to be fundamental, but it is no | 
longer final; just as learning to read 
and write and cipher are fundamental, 
but are no longer the fina) ends of ed- 
ucation. | 

We -hope ultimately to double the 
average yield of wheat and corn per | 


acre; it will be a great achievement; | 


but it is even more important to dou- 
ble the desirability, comfort and stand- 
ing of the farmer's life. 

We must consider, then, t merely 
how to produce, but also how produc- 
tion affects the producer. 

In the past we have giver but scant 
attention to the social side of farm 
life. .We should study much more 
closely than has yet been done the so- 
cial organization of the cvuntry, and 
inquire whether its institutions are 
now really as useful to the farmer 
as they should be, or whether thev 
should not be given a new direction 
and a new impulse, for no farmer's life 
should lie merely within the boundary 
of his farm. 

This study must be of the East, and 
the West, the North and the South; for 
the needs vary from place to place. 

First in importance, of courge, comes 
the effort to secure the mastery of 
production. Great strides toward thi 
end have already! been taken over th 
larger part of the’ United States; much 
remains to be done, but much has been 
done; and the debt of the nation to 
the various agencies of agricultural 
improvement for so great an advance 
is not to be overstated.

SUCCESS OF LOS ANGELES DUE 
TO SPLENDID COURAGE. 


---- — 


Visitor from Sacramento Sees 
Folly of Creating Deserts to Secure 
City Water Supply, and Predicts 
Practically Unanimous Vote for 
Owens River Bonds, 


I am always glad when a matter of 
business calls me to Los Angeles. The 
courage of Los Angeles is splendid. It 
has become so accustomed to achiev- 
ing success in whatever it undertakes 
that it regards failure as a negligible 
quantity. It is taking hold of the pro- 
posal to bring water for municipal use 
249 miles over a desert and through a 
mountain, as light-heartedly as many 
another community would undertake 
the construction of a sewer. Without 
bringing water from a distance in or- 
der to supply the people of the city, 
Los Angeles would have to @uck the 
San Fernando Valley dry, making of 
the city an oasis in the midst of a 
veritable desert. That would be ruin- 
ous for the desert and not too good 
for the oasis. Having perceived the 
inevitable, Los Angeles has prepared 
to face it without whining over the 
cost and without a qualm as to the 
ultimate success of the venture. The 
$23,000,000 in bonds estimated to be 
necessary will be voted with substan- 
tial unanimity. The’ burden will not, 
as Los Angeles people figure it, be 
intolerable. While under construction, 
the cost of the enterp to the typ- 
ical Los Angeles home, costing $5000 
to $6000, will be about §2 the first year, 
$3.50 the second, $5 or $6 the third, $7 


as $10 the fifth, during which year the 
enterprise will have been completed 
and the water of Owens River be sent 
coursing down the San Fernando Val- 
ley. It is believed that the sale of 
the water and electric power generated 
with it avill meet all requirements of 
principal and interest,. and that the 
property of the people will no longer 
be taxed at all. This would, in other 
cities, be regarded as perhaps too good 
to be true, but in Los Angeles it is 
plously believed that only good things 
are true and grue things good—except 
as to politics, where opinions differ. 
It is not proposed to generate elec- 
tric power until the water is , being 
turned Into San Franciscito Cafion, 200 
miles away from the intake in Inyo 
county and only about forty miles 
from Los Angeles. This will make a 
short transmission line to Los An- 
geles, where the city can use the 
power for maintaining its splendid sys- 
tem of electric lighting, now being 
maintained at no little cost. Is there 
not a suggestion in this for Sacra- 
mento? Would it not be well to. fig- 
‘ure on establishing a smallish munici- 
pal power plant somewhere up the 
American. River and bringing the 
power down for use in the city rather 
than to venture to construct a plant 
based on oil for fuel? A prominent 
dealer in Coalinga oil was recently 
questioned as to why an electric plant 
was not established In the oil district. 
where the fuel could be transmitted 
from the well to the engine room, the 
electric “juice” to be transmitted in 
turn to Hanford, Visalia, Tulare and 
other valley towns. The answer was, 
that even at the mouths of the wells

‘GOMPERS TAKES UMBRAGE AND

President and Executive Commit- 
tee Make Queer Plea to Organized 
Laborites to Get on Water Wagon, 
in Other Words Hurt Employers to

CHICAGO, May 31.—The last barrel 
of “union” beer in Chicago, and the 
whole country, according to an edict 
of the erican Federation of Labor, 
will be manufactured today. At mid-— 
night the Brewery Workers’ Union 
will cease to exist in the eyes of the 
national labor leaders, and the 2,000,000 
organized workingmen in the United 
States will be asked to “get on the 
water wagon,” or use some other kind 
of beverage. 

The brewery employés have rebelled 
against President Gompers and the 
National Labor Executive Council, 
and they are to be disciplined. The 
method adopt is that of expulsion. 

The trouble has been growing for 
several years. Two months ago the 
National Labor Council met in Wash- 
ingter and gave the Brewery Work- 
ers’ Union until June 1, to comply with 
an order to oust-all engineers, firemen 
and teamsters from its organization, 
These men were under the protection 
of the Brewery Men's Union, who took 
a vote and 98 per cent, of the mem- 
bership favored resistance to the or- 
der, which brought about the present 
situation. 

Secretary Kemper of the local union 
said that 3000 brewery workers in Chi- 
cago will go on brewing beer whether 
the .american Federation of Labor ree 
gards it officially as a “union” prod, 
uct or not. eS

IN CHANNEL, 


Dam and Levees in Imperial 
Valley Hold Solidly 
Against River. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
IMPERIAL, May 31.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The new dam 


* ern Pacific to keep the Colorado 
River within its channel are 
standing the strain of the flood 
ti@e of the river without the 
slightest indications of weak- 
ness. Tonight the water stood 
twenty-eight feet deep at Yuma. 
There is a head of fourteen feet 
against the dam, and water fs 
against a considerable portion 
of the new levee, but the new 
embankments are standing the 
strain and demonstrating the 
security of the works placed to 
keen the erratic stream witnin 
proper bounds. Reports from 
Needles are that the river is 
falling slowly, but that may be 
only temporary. This is the 
regular summer flood and prob- 
ably has not reached its highest 
stage, 

Judging the future by the past, 
the flood should reach maxi- 
mum within three weeks. The 
water would have to rise seven 
feet higher than the present 
stage to flow over the top of the 
levee, and that would be three 
feet higher than ever known, 
Settlers throughout the Imperial 
Valley feel entirely secure now 
because they consider it cer- 
tain that the river will not 
again leave its banks. 


ROKEN HEART 
KILLS MOTHER. 


BURDEN OF HER GRIEF TOO 
HEAVY TO BEAR, 


Mrs, Franklin, Whose Son Met 
Cruel Fate in Santa Fe Train Colé 
' fision on River Bridge, Ages in Few 
Months, Pines Away and Dies 
Pitifully. 


Grief for the tragic death of her only 

son, in the wreck of the students’ 
train and Overland on the Santa Fé 
bridge last March, caused the death of 
the mother, Mrs. Minnie Louise Frank- 
lin, yesterday. 
The family lives in a pretty little 
home at No. 653 West Seventeenth 
street. The son, Charles Franklin, 18 
years of age, was one ef the most 
promising students in the University 
of Southern California. He was in the 
baggage car at the time of the col- 
lision on the Santa Fé bridge. 

When his lifeless body was carried 
home, the mother became frenzied 
with grief. Nothing could bring her 
comfort. Her husband, W. O. Frank- 
lin, sought to divert her mind in every 
way. He took her on short trips to the 
beaches and mountains. Nothing could 
arouse her. From a stfong, healthy 
woman of 38 years she aged rapidly. 
Her hair became tinged with gray; she 
lost interest in everything. 

A physician was summoned to at- 
tend her. He administereq various 
drugs and gave wise counsel, but he 
had no remedy for a broken heart. 
Gradually pining away day by day, 
with her one thought of her darling 
boy so suddenly taken away, Mrs. 
Franklin at last laid down the burden 
of life, grown too heavy for her. The 
death certificate will have some med- 
ical term denominating the cause of 
death—for medicine does not recognize 
any such malady as a mortally- 
stricken heart, but her husband knows 
his wife dieq for love of Charlie. 

Last night he was unable to speak 
of his double affliction. He said the 
funeral arrangements were left to 
Bresee Bros. But in terms of the 
deepest affection he brokenly spoke of 
his promising son. 
in the highest of spirits. He was one 
of the leaders in the cheers for U.S.C. 
An athlete himself, he entered heart 
and soul into the day’s games. 

And on the return he was among 
the gayest of the jolly college crowd. 
And then swift death took him, as it 
did several of his companions. 
Utterly unprepared for the sudden 
blow, the shock fell with terrible force 
upon the loving parents. But the 
father, with a man’s stronger nature, 
was able to bear up under his affliction. 
The tender heart of the mother was 
mortally wounded. Such a shock often 
unhinges the mind and brings merci- 
ful oblivion. But Mrs. Franklin lived 
over and over again the night of her 
first anguish. As she became weaker 
day by day, she spoke constantly of 
her boy. She seemed only too willing 
to die and more than once expressed 
the hope she would meet her darling 
again. 

Th grief-stricken husband saw his 
wife slowly sink away despite every 
attention, and now he is left alone. 

Sympathetic neighbors did all they 
could to minister to the dying woman. 
And they vainly tried to comfort the 
husband who mourned for his only son 
and for his wife, who had been his 
companion for a score of years.
